Personally, at times I had felt great sympathy for the German people, 
believing that this war had been thrust upon them by their rulers, and 
that their savagery was the result of a Kultur which had been persistently 


hammered into their hard heads. 


This ie only partly true. 


The Kaiser, 


Kaiser, did not represent the Ger- 


in fact, te only the result of a very backward race. 
Unfortunately, Germany never 
came under the sway of Rome, 


which was the greatest civilizing in- 
fluence of the time. Also, she was 
late entering into the comity of na- 
tions. Her advancement was rapid, 
but superficial and purely material. 
Thies is not civilization in its higher 
It only 
has multiplied the agencies of sav- 
agery by applying science to them. 

The Kaiser is the savage chieftain 
of a very savege people. 

NOT GOERTHE’S GERMANY. 


At one time there was hope for 
Germany. I refer to the Germany 
of Goethe and Schiller, a Germany 
which was developing spiritual 
ideals. Possibly the few leaders of 
this higher thought at that time 
were exceptions. Or was it a people 
emerging as a whole from barbarism 
only to suffer one of those reversions 
not infrequently seen in semi-ctivil- 
If so, it is not an iso- 
lated case, but history is merely re- 
peating on a large scale. 

Even among the most savage 
tribes there are exceptions. In the 


jungle sometimes a voice is raised to 


stay the hand of the executioner. 


Here ahd there a figure arises above 


itd fellows, above its environments, 
above its time. It was so among the 
North American Indians, and is so in 
darkest Africa. Count Lichenow and 
Muhlon, in their opposition to the 


man people for the simple reason 
that the German people were for the 
Kaiser, These men are only the 
faint flicker of higher thought in the 
German jungle. 

The German people readily did 
the Kaiser's bidding, and became a 
willing party to his plans. No thor- 
oughly civilized people would have 
consented to such an tnversion of in- 
ternational morals. 

For instance, there was the fond 
German mother who, when the drive 
on Paris started, admonished her 
son, Fritzie, to bring her back a 
“gold vateh und ear rings,” which 
she thought he would be able to 
plunder from some French home. 

No, such monsters as Von Tirpitz 
and Hindenburg were the ideals 
which the German masses set up for 
themselves. Such complete moral 
obloquy could hardly be the result of 


@ fifty meager years of teaching.

11.—After a long period of in- 
activity, owing to weather con- 
ditions, Italian troops on the 
mountain front executed a bril- 
liant operation last night, cap- 
turing the dominating position 
of Monte Corno, déstroying an 
elaborate system of enemy de- 
lenses and taking 100 prisoners, 


two guns, a number of maghine 
guns and much war material. 

The actions were in the Arsa 
Valley, which leads down from 
the Lagarina Valley, and is the 
main line of approach from 
Trent and Rovereto. It was 
here that the Austrians attempt- 
ed to reach the Venetian plain 
in the first great offensive. Re- 
cently they have erected pow- 
.erful defenses, with battery po- 
sitions built in rock and electri- 
cally charged, and with a system 
of barbed wire entanglements. 

There was considerable now re- 
maining on Monte Corno, which is 
6000 feet high. This increased the 
difficulties of movement of the com- 
paratively small Italian force, which 
carried out the attack. It was pre- 
ceeded by a shert artillery action, 

The infantry advanced over rocky 
and precipitous heights in daylight, 
but the enemy was taken by sur- 
prise and could make little effective 
resistance. All the enemy's defen- 
sive worke were occupied. An 
Italian position was established on 
the crest of the mountain and the 
surrounding slapes. 

The chief effect of the action is 
to dislodge the Austrians from the 
dominating height In the center of 
the main highway from the moun- 
tains, and to give the Italians com- 
mand over the heights and ap- 


proaches. 

The result gives great satisfac- 
tion, especially as the victory was 
won on the very spot where Dr. 
Cesare Battisti, a Deputy from 
Trent, who went over to the Ital- 
lanes, and others of his herole band 
were captured during the firet of- 
fensive. Dr. Battisti was put te 
death by the <Austriang on the 
charge of treason.

traces of a certain heavy Oriental 
Srossness, minus the finer touches of 
other Oriental races of more peace- 
ful tendencies. 

Later observations revealed “this 
similarity in many cases, although 
not in all because the present Ger- 
man empire is composed of diverse 
races. However, there is little doubt 
that the Prussian is a descendant of 
Atilla’s hordes, while the blood has 
been transfused to other parts of the 
empire. 

While there were a few excep. 
tions, this heavy grossness was char- 
acteristic of most of the prisoners in 
this camp. One could sense ele- 
mental force, rather than intelli- 
gence. Also, there was that shift- 
ness of eye and furtiveness, betoken- 
ing a sort of covert cunning, which 
I had noticed before, and which is 
found in wild animals, especially the 
predatory kind. 

Better housed than some of the 
ecruits in training cam and well 
fed, they are not appreciative. They 
received their soup, and bread and 
slices of savory meat, not with any 
sound of thanks, but with grunts of 
‘swinish satisfaction. 

It is almost a dal in England 
that since the begirining of the war 
German prisoners there have fared 
better than the British soldiers. 

Yet when it appeared that the 
Germans would break through the 
western front during the big offen- 
sive, these same prisoners, with 
characteristic German  ‘insolence, 
openly boasted that they would soon 
be changing places with the guards 
who had treated them so humanely. 


FUNDAMENTALLY WRONG. 


There is something radically, fun- 
damentally wrong with the Germans 
as a race, and it is necessary to go 
back more than fifty years to ascer- 
tain the cause of this strange mant 
festation of mediaeval savagery. Un- 
til they are given a few more cen- 
turies to become civilised the world 
must deal with them accordingly.

Their next move in the 
drive on Calais, which is still about 
fifty miles away, is subject to a mo- 
ment’s speculation.

That drive, which was 
somewhat disappointing to the hope 
that a weak spot tn the Allied line 
inight be discovered, developed into 
a more serious adventure han was 
expected and necessitated vy and 
repeated reinforcements, 

While Amiens must Kim be re- 
garded as the principal objeetive in 
the drive towerd the channel ports, 
and the place where the ‘heaviest 
fighting may soon be expected; yet 
the Germans have gone far enough 
in the north to have acquired a valu- 
able foothold. For it they paid so 
dearly that it is a question whether 
they will pursue that small local suc- 
cess still further with shock troop 
waves and with increased, fresh divi- 
sions on a chance of cutting the 
Ypres salient, or whether they will 
press forward with equal determina- 
tion and recklessness of man cost on 
the main Amiens plan. 

There is even talk that they Ray 
withdraw from Mont Kemmel, 
which the Allies have been making 
well-nigh untenable by increased 


studies of the battle’s course, while 
map lines are vague and often mis- 
leading. 

Tt seems certain that however 
much the Germans augment their 
forces in this sector, thelr advance, 
if any. will be slow and at great 
outpouring of German bl 

EYES TOWARD AMIENS. 

Chief attention, therefore, may 
well de turned again to the mien 
front, where, though the Germans 
are continuously striving, no gain 
hae rewarded them. The battling 
exchanges of recent ‘days before 
Givenchy have favored the Allies, 
while farther south and all the way 
to Montdidier, the Allied lines have 
been improved in preparation for a 
new showing of the Roche hand in 
the neighborhood south of Arras. 

While the Germans are makine 
up their mind whether to stick ft 
out on Kemmel or try their tuck 
eleaewhere, the Allied strategical po- 


sitions everywhere remain un- 
changed and the lines are being 
strengthened. 


The Allies still retain their com- 
mand of the air, where their work, 
especially that of the British, is 
noethine short of remarkable. In 
April they brought down 470 Noche, 
planes, with a far smaller loss to 
themselves. 

ONE TO TWoO! 

The most gatisfaciory feature of 
the month's successful fighting is 
the smaliness of the Allied forces as 
compared with the Germans. The 
Allies have not only broken the 
German flood with moch fewer 


men, but they have kept their re- 
eerves in accordance with this pro- 


gramme.

traces of a certain heavy Ortental 
Srossness, minus the finer touches of 
other Oriental races of more peace- 
ful tendencies. 

Later observations revealed “this 
Similarity in many cases, although 
not in all because the present Ger- 
man empire is composed of diverse 
races. However, there is little doubt 
that the Prussian is a descendant of 
Atilla’s hordes, while the blood has 
been transfused to other parts of the 
empire. 

While there were a few excep- 
tions, this heavy grogsness was char- 
acteristic of most of the prisoners in 
this camp. One could sense ele- 
mental force, rather than intelli- 
fence. Also, there was that shift- 
ness of eye and furtiveness, betoken- 
ing a sort of covert cunning, which 
I had noticed before, and which is 
found in wild animals, especially the 
predatory kind. 

Better housed than some of the 
ecruits in training cam and well 
fed, they are not appreciative. They 
received their soup, and bread and 
slices of savory meat, not with any 
sound of thanks, but with grunts of 
swinish satisfaction. 

It is almost a dal in England 
that since the beginning of the war 
German prisoners there have fared 
better Than the British soldiers. 

Yet when it appeared that the 
Germans would break through the 
western front during the big offen- 
sive, these same prisoners, with 
characteristic German  insolence, 
openly boasted that they would soon 
be changing places with the guards 
who had treated them so humanely. 

FUNDAMENTALLY WRONG. 


There is something radically, fun- 
damentally wrong with the Germans 
as & race, and it is necessary to go 
back more than fifty years to ascer- 
tain the cause of this strange mant 
festation of mediaeval savagery. Un- 
til they are given 4 few more cen- 
turies to become civilised the world 
must deal with them eccordingly. 

The United States has been de- 
ceived, and does not yet thoroughly 
understand German psychology. The 
German mistakes kindness for weak- 
ness. Given a little authority, he al- 
most invariably becomes a bully, 
even to his own people. 

As the prisoners were gnawing at 
their food with sundry guttural 
sounds, I turned to an American of- 
ficer, who seemed to be thinking 
deeply, and asked, “Well, what do 
you think about it by this time’” 

“Why.” he replied. “France and 
Britain had universities when these 
people were just crawling from their 
caves or climbing down out of the 
trees.” 

That didn't start any argument 
with me.

After nearly four years of war 
Germany has conquered Belgium, 
Serbia, Montenegro and all of West- 
ern Russia on the battlefield. She 
has gained control of Austria-Hyun- 
gary, Bulgaria and Turkey. She 
now dominates an empire greater 
than that of Napoleon, and if she 
be permitted to organize it, an em- 
pire likely to rival the Roman 
achievement in. world power. 

The Allied orld can feel only 
two things—sympathy for Rumania 
in her present agony and determina- 
tion to rescue her in the future. 
What Germany has done in Ru- 
mania and Serbia, and in Belgium. 
she is seeking to ‘do in France and 
Italy. The Kaiser may well con- 
gratulate himself on what he has 
done in the east. Could he preserve 
that edifice, Europe would, at no 
distant date, be a German province. 

FIGHT TO VICTORY. 

The fate of one more little nation 
should serve to remind us again 
of the issues of that great con- 
Met now proceeding in France and 
Belgium and once more, indicate 
eloquently and finally the reasons 
why it is impossible to discuss peace 
The fall of Rumania is one 
more potent reason why we must 
fight forward to victory. 

But, as there is a patent parallel 
now, with the Napoleonic policy in 
creating the Confederation of the 
Rhine, so there is an unmistakable 
hope for the future in the history of 
the collapse of that earlier edifice. 
After the battle of Leipsic, Germany 
rose. Europe rose against Napoleon. 
One defeat doomed all that he had 
created in defiance of the history 
and the aspirations of the German, 
Spanish and Austrian people. 

GREATER THAN LEIPSIC. 

Napoleon sowed no such crop of 
hate in conquered lands as Ger- 
many. But he, too, destroyed inde- 
pendence, deprived states of their 
seacoasts, nations of their provinces 
and when at last his mighty struc- 
ture was raised, it was raised only 
to fall with the first great defeat. 

Another battle of the nations is 
being fough in Western Europe to- 
day. It is ten-fold greater than 
Leipsic, but the issues are the same 
and a German defeat will free Eu- 
rope again. as a French defeat 
freed it just a century ago, and 
the Rumanians, the Belgians, the 
Poles, the Serbs wil repeat the his- 
tory of the German tribes in 1813.

INDEMNITY 


RUMANIA MUST PAY HUGE 


TO GERMANS. 


Smaller Country Forced to Foot Bills for 
Damages Caused by Occupation. 


MSTERDAM, May 11.— Under 
A a supplementary legal, politi- 
cal treaty between Rumania 
and Germany, the former country 
must indemnify German consular of- 
cials for all damage suffered by 
them during the war or done to con- 
sular buildings. Rumania renounces 
indemnification for damages caused 
in Rumahia as a result of German 
military measures, including all 
requisitions and contributions. 

Within six months after the ratifi- 
cation of the peace treaty, Rumania 
must redeem notes issued by the 
Banca Generale on the order of the 
occupation administration and will 
not put them in circulation against 
balances or deposits held by the Ger- 
man Reichsbank for covering. 

Another clause provides that Ru- 
mania shall indemnify Germans for 
all damage suffered by them on Ru- 
manian territory by the result of 
military measures of one of the bel. 
ligerent powers This stipulation 
also applies to losses which Germans 
suffered as shareholders of under- 
takings in Rumania. A commission 
having a neutral chairman will fix 
the amount of such losses. 

Rumania also will indemnify neu- 
tral nations for damage caused them 
on Rumanian territory as a result 
of German military measures. 

OTHER CLAUSES. 

Other clauses provide for the res- 
toration of abrogated treaties, the 
resumption of the ordinary relations 
between debtor and creditor and the 
exchange of prisoners. Germans 
who were in the Rumanian public 
service before the war will be re- 
stored to positions with equal sal- 
aries or given fair compensation. 

Rumania will grant amnesty to 
her subjects for their political con- 
duct, or military conduct based on 
political grounds, during the war 


us righte shall be accorded Ger- 
man churches and schools in Ru- 
mania.

thought. The Queen was largely in- 
strumental in bringing Rumania 
into the war on the side of the Al- 
lies and she has fought stubbornly 
for many months to avert peace. 
Even now that peace has been 
signed, it is predicted she will con- 
tinue to be a formidable obstacle in 
the path of the German plans for 
“penetration.” 

In a talk with the Associated 
Press correspondent at Jassy, the 
day before his departure from that 
city, Queen Marie said: 

“I shall never become reconciled 
to a humiliating peace with Ger- 
many——never. And I hope, indeed I 
khow, that I shall Rave the support 
of Americans as well as Rumanians 
in continuing the fight against the 
invader. The time is a critical one 
for Rumania but we know we are 
right and our courage is undaunted. 
We have been through critical times 
before. We have borne great hard- 
ships and undergone great suffering. 
Greater hardships and sufferings are 
perhaps in store, but I continue to 
hope. It is only a woman's hope. 
but I cannot abandon it.” 

Withelmstrasse is probably con- 
sidering ways and means for ridding 
Rumania of the Queen's influence. 
As @ preparatory step, the German 
newspapers apparently have been 
instructed to speak of her as plan- 
ning abdication. It seems safe to 
predict that she will never abdicate 
unless forced to do 80, as she is 
known to be imbued with a deep 
sense of responsibility to the Ru- 
manian people, whom she, by every 
indication, deeply and sincerely 
loves. 

EXPECT ABDICATION, 

Tt seems probable that the only 
reason Germany has not already in- 
sisted upon the abdication of the 
Queen is that King Ferdinand Is a 
member of the Hohenzollern family 
and therefore is still regarded with 
geome degree of consideration by the 
German rulers. If both the King 
and the Queen are deposed it would 


naturally follow that exile also 
would be imposed upon Crown 
Prince Charlies; who is in closest 


sympathy with his mother in her 
bitter hatred for all things German. 

The likeliest candidates for the 
throne in such a contingency are 
young Prince Nikolal, who is a mere 
school boy, and King Ferdinand’ 
brother, William, who ie a general 
in the German army. The affaires of 
state will probably be intrusted to 
Peter Carp as Premier. 

A plausible excuse of the use of 
the mailed fist in Rumania may be 
found by the Germans in the dim 
culties likely to be encountered in 
securing ratification of the peace 
treaty by a Rumanian  tegislative 
body. A large proportion of the 
members of the Rumanian 
ment left the country when a Ger- 
man peace became inevitable, and it 
fe doubted whether it will be pos- 
sible to assemble a quorum for the 
ratification of the treaty. 

Even tf a quorum can be gathered, 
there are many Deputies whe are 
counted upon to support the Queen 
in opposing ratification, in this event 
giving the Germans an opportunity, 
if they choose to take it, of dealing 
with the Rumanian Parliament as 
they recently dealt with Ukrainian 
Rada.

BOTTLING-UP IDEA URGED 
BY AMERICANS YEAR AGO. 


Zeebrugge and Ostend Success by British 
May Lead to U-Boat Cure. 


ASHINGTON BUREAU OF 
W THE TIMES, May 12.—The 

renewed and probable suc- 
cessful attempt of the British nav» 
to block Ostend shows that at last 
the policy of bottling up the subma- 
rines in their bases ig being tried. 
Apparently, the raid against Tee- 
brugge succeeded, and that port has 
been closed to the. entrance and 
exit of U-boats for a time. 
The stoppage of both this har- 
bor and that at Ostend means that 
these two nearest, and in many 
ways most important, of submarine 
bases, will be of little use to Ger- 
many in the future, unless she 
chooses to defend them against fu- 
ture raids with a naval force, which 
willl invite a navy engagement, the 
last thing Germany wants. 
Ostend ts blocked after warning. 
which proves that the exploit can 
berepeated as often as Germany re- 
opens the channel, unless she im 
proves the defense of her U-boat 
bases. Apparently British vessels 
can pass safely over mine fields and 
under the guns of shore batteries, 
even when the element of surprise 
is lessened, as it was In the repeat- 
ed raid at Ostend. 
The lesson of the raids favors 
greater naval aggressiveness. The 
Allies are nibbting at the naval dead- 
lock. A little raid, and these have 
been minor efforts not boldly con- 
ceived, leads to a bigger raid. A little

offensive, if successful, leads to a 
bigger offensive. 

Out of what has been done at Os- 
tend and Zeebrugge may develop a 
general aggressive policy against 
the submarine. For it is to be 
borne in mind that the whole prob- 
lem of the U-boat is only the prob- 
lem of Ostend and Zeebrugge on a 
larger scale. The German subma- 
rine alweys comes out of a bottle 
whose neck may be closed. Ostend 
and Zeebrugge are little bottles, 
which may be corked with d ship- 
load of cement. The Baltic ts a big 
bottle with a wide neck, the clos- 
ing of which to the passage of sub- 
marines has been challengirg the 
enguy and resourcefulness of Ger- 
many's foes ever since the “fright- 
ful” submarine campaign began. 

More than a year ago American 
paval officers urged upon the Brit- 
ish the policy of bottling the sub- 
marines up in their ports It war 
suggested to Mr. Balfour when he 
was here at the head of the Fm 
ish mission, and he went back to 
England impressed with its poses! 
bilities. Now it will be feasible to 
test ite value. If as a result of 
shutting up Ostend and Zeebrugge 
a reduction in the submarines ef- 
fectiveness is shown, the necessity 
of solving the bigger problem of 
closing the entrance of the Baltic 
will be enforced. 

The reasons why the bottling up 
the submarine—which just apply- 
ing the established naval policy of ' 
biockade te undersea warfare as it 
is applied to sea-surface warfare— 


is notable are twofold. First, there 


is the magnitude of the enterprise. 
Second, there has been Tight along 
an improvement in the offensive 
weapons against submerines from 
which great results were expected. 
And, much has been achieved in the 
destruction of U-boats as they 
cruised through British waters, 

The effectiveness of the German 
raider has been reduced, but still it 
remains sufficiently great now that 
the navies are turning at last to the 
natural strategy of the blockade. 

If there was one device that more 
than any other kept the navies from 
undertaking the big task of closing 
the bottle necks, it was the depth 
bomb. This weapon produced great 
destruction of U-boats because i 
made it no longer necessary to hit 
the U-boat to destroy it. 

So heavy was the charge of ex- 
plosive in the depth bomb that it 
was enly necessary to explode it in 
close proximity to the submarine. 
So effective did the depth bomb 
prove for a while that it will be 
remembered the losses of merchant 
shipping through the U-boat fell at 
ene time to nearly nothing, and 
Lloyd George announced that 
un a raider was mastered. 

But while the depth bomb cen- 
tered attention on pursuing and de- 
stroving submarines, it really mul- 
tiplies the possibilities of blockading 
them. The old-fashioned mine had 
te be struck by a submarine in or- 
der to explode. And nets, which 
were once depended upon to con- 
tain submarines, were made unavall- 
ing by the cutting devices undersea 
boats came to carry. But the depth 
bomb may be combined with nets 
in such a way that the U-boat in 
striking the net anywhere will ex- 
plode the bomb and thus be sunk. 

evices of this sort have been ex- 
hibited here in Washington by in- 
ventors. Their effect is to multiply 
the efficiency of the mine against U- 
boats about 200 fold. These devices 
are simple, quick and cheap to 
manufacture. They appear to make 
the mining of German bottlenecks, 
against U-boatse, much more prom- 
fsing than it was when it was firet 
broached by American naval offi- 
Cors, one year ago.

EMERGENCY FLEET REPRE- 
SENTATIVE VISIT 
LOCAL PLANTS. 


Prank Muhthauser, special rep- 
resentative fer the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation, United States Shipping 
Board, arrived here from Washing- 
ton, D. C., last night, in company 
with Capt. Francis V. Blackwell, a 
member of the British mission, to in- 
ect Los Angeles Harbor shipbuild- 
ing plants and interview local ship- 
bullders. 

“My visit here,” he said, “is for 
the purpose of urging the ship- 
Dbuliders to make a survey of their 
man-power in order that we may 
suggest methods by which greater 
Meiser may be secured. This 
campeign is being carried to every 
shipyard in the United States. Our 
ebject is to smooth out the wrinkles, 
i there are any, in the local indus- 
try at present. We want to speed 
up the shipbuilding programme 
and keep it running in high-gear 
from now to the end of the war.

GRAZING LAND 
IS IN DEMAND. 


Two Hundred ‘Applications 


are on File Here. 


Recent ‘Act Permits Entry of 
Available Sections. 


Bids for Grazing Homesteads 
Must be in this Month. 


Over 200 applications are pend- 
ing in the local Land Office under 
the recent act permitting the indi- 
vidual entries during May of 640 
acres as stock-raising homesteads 
under designation of the Geological 
Survey. When the designation is 
made it will be July or August be- 
fore it will be possible to enter the 
land, as the designations must pass 
muster of the Agriculture and In- 


terfor departments before becoming 
subject to entry. 

The lands to be designated are 
those the surface of which is, in the 
opinion of the Secretary of the In- 
Yeior, chiefly valuable for grazing 
and raising forage crops and which 
do not contain merchantable tim- 
ber, are not susceptible of irrigation 
from any known source of water 
supply, and are of such a character 
that 640 acres are reasonably re- 
quired to support a family. It is a 
stock-grazing proposition entirely. 

There is but little of such land in 
Les Angeles county, except in the 
extreme northwest section, where 
the land is rough and mountainous. 
San Diego county has some, and 
there is considerable in the south- 
ern part of Kern county. There is 
none to speak of in any of the other 
counties within the jurisdiction of 
the local Land Office, it is stated. 

Under the rules of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior the designa- 
tions must be made by the Geolog- 
ical Survey and the field examiners, 
and upon the report of these om, 
cilaig the selection of the stock-rais- 
ing homesteads will.be made. The 
land is for the most part in moudn- 
tainous sections where the frost 
comes early and lingers so long that 
it is impossible to raise many crops, 
even if there was a supply of water, 
but under proper management the 
area may be made to produce grass 
for stock-raising purposes.

MACHINES SEIZED. 


TAKEN AWAY BY COMPANY FOR 
DEBT DUE BY LATE 
NEWSPAPER. 


The seizing for debt of the two 
linotype machines on which the type 
was set for Max Socha's German- 
language daily newspaper Germania, 
which suspended publication on 
April 30, marks the latest step in 
breaking up the newspaper  prop- 
erty. The linotypes were taken 


-away by EK. J. Linder, local repre- 


sentative of the linotype company, 
it developed yesterday. The ma- 
chines cost $5272 and there is due 
on them $3748. according to the last 
financial sftement of the company. 
Ae Germania was the spolgysman 
for the German-American Hance, 
now disbanded, it Is expected that 
the bankruptcy hearing of Mr. 
BSocha will bring to light just who 
were the real backers of the paper, 
especially since the stormy days that 
all German papers have had in this 
country since America entered the 
war. 
The seizure of the linotypes, the 
collecting of bille by former em- 
ployees to pay for their labor and 
possible attachments on the fur- 
niture of Germania come as a sur- 
pre to the holders of the $15,000 
worth of Germania bonds, which, un- 
der trust deed on file are backed by 
a first mortgage on everything 
Germania has or will have. Efforts 
of the holders to find out who 
were the real backers of. Germania 
have brought to light a letter from 
Roger M. Andrews, now of Michigan, 
in which he says that Dr. Joseph 
Kurtz, Byron Erkenbrecher, and a 
Mr. Mevran of Pittsburgh were 
among the stockholders and that Mr. 
Socha was in process of buying ou 
Andrew's stock.

Attorneys for Harold Denman, 
convicted of firet-degree murder for 
the killing of Phillip H. Mets, a 
Crown Hill grocer, January 21. last, 
will petition for a new trial to- 
day before Judge Craig, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. In the event 
that thie is denied, it is the inten- 
tion of counsel to give notice of ap- 
Peal to the higher court on technical 
grounds in the evidence. 

Denman in the County Jalil yester- 
day appeared much depressed over 
his plight. His sentence has been 
set for thie morning at 10 
o'clock, but this will probably be 
continued, pending the disposition 
of motions to be made by his attor- 
neys. Indications are that Den- 
man's attorneys, Farl Rogers, Paul 
W. Schenck and Frank Domingues, 
will exhaust every legal technicality 
before giving up the fight to save 
his Ute. 

That Charles Hadley and Richard 
Riley, both implicated with Denman 
in the murder of Mets, and now 
awaiting trial, will be sentenced to 
life imprisonment, if found guilty, 
was the intimation given yesterday. 
Denman wielded the revolver which 
ended Metz's life, it waa pointed 
out, though the others are alleged 

be equally guilty of the crime. 
owever, because of the extenuat- 
Ing circumstances involved, it was 
deciared that imprisonment 
would sult the ends of justice if the 
defendants are found gullty.

be secured from Rumania and the Ukraine: 
but recent dispatches from Berlin admit that 
fighting has been resumed on the eastern 
front and that the promised supplies of food 
have not materialized. Lastly and perhaps 


most gratifying of all, Sunday’s dispatches | 


from the fighting front in France tell us 
that the Allied planes again dominate the 
air and that German scouting back of the 
Allied lines is no longer possibie. 


The collapse of the submarine campaign 


has already been heralded. The failure ot 


the Hun blockade is shown in the steadily 
decreasing loss of Allied shipping. Amer!- 
can travsports now pass to and fro with a 
security that rivals times of peace. Mar- 
time insurance bad dropped 60 per cent. in 
six months. The successful raids on Zee- 
brugge and Ostend have almost cleared the 


trade routes for the time being of sub- 


marines.

of resistance is slowly weakening under 


the attrition of a process that is never end- 


ing and that one can almost measure the 
time when the Kaiser's great war machine | 
must collapse under the combined military | 
and economic pressure of the Allied democ- | 


racies. The German General Staff is aware 
that the Allies are content to play a walt 
ing game, that Gen. Foch is not to be 
tricked into an offensive campaign when 
he knows that with every month that 
passes the fighting force of his army is 
powerfully augmented by troops trained and 
hardened behind the lines. 

Germany bas wasted nearly half a million 
men in seven weeks trying to solve the 
problem of the flexible Allied defense, Po- 
sition after position, town after town, has 
been taken, but at a cost of human life that 
is staggering even to a brutalized Junker 
It is doubtful if Von Hindenburg can point 
to a single advanced position occupied, in- 
cluding Kemmel hill, that is worth the man 
power he paid for it. Major military strat- 
egy is a problem of profit and Joss, just as 
war in its last analysis is a problem of 
economics. Tactical positions may be 
valued as worth a given number of men, 
and a commander who pursues a reckless 
policy of paying continuously 10,000 lives 
for positions that have not a strategical 
value of half that number is bound to go 
bankrupt of men, especially if he is fighting 
an enemy numerically his superior. 

Gen. Grant pursued a policy in the Wil- 
derness campaign similar to that of the 
present German offensive. But Gen. Grant 
did not start that offensive until Richmond 
had been practically isolated from the rest 
of the Sauth and it was impossible for Lee 
to secure reinforcements. If new levies 
had been pouring into Richmond like the 
concourse of American troops assembling 
continuously in France, t's Wilderness 
campaign would have the grossest 
folly. 

Amateur strategists may ask why the 
German Genera! Staff, composed admittedly 
of great tacticians, should adhere to a plan 
thet can lead only to ultimate disaster. 
They do so for the good and sufficient rea- 
son that any other policy would cause an 
immediate collapse of the Quadruple Alll- 
ance. At the first open confession of weak- 
ness on the part of the Junkers, the forces 
of unrest among the German and Austrian 
populations will rend them. The sole hope 
of the Junkers is that dissension may arise 
among the Allies and that they may never 
he forced to face the united fighting strength 
of Great Britain, France and America. 
Events of the last sfx weeks, however, must 
be very disconcerting to them. Under the 
hammering of the Huns on the western 
front the Allied forces have fused like 
welded steel. Gen. Foch now wields a sin- 
gle weapon, forged in the fire of the Ger- 
man offensive and flexible as a Damascus 
biade. It is daily becoming more apparent 
that. when the Germans dream of disunity 
weakening the Allies and thus making pos- 
sible a German peace, they are hoping for 
a cause that is already past hope. 

The Times has maintained from the be- 
ginning that temporary successes of the 
German arms might delay the hour of Al- 
lied Victory, but could not alter the result 
of the conflict. We realize that heavy. 
blows are yet to be received from the 
Huns. They must continue their attempt 
to capture Calais and Dunkirk. The Allied 
line may be withdrawn still farther at cer- 
tain pointe. But we are firm in the con- 


Yiction that THE WORST IS OVER, that 


Germany will never strike again with the 
momentum of the last offensive. It is also 
becoming appdrent that the German armies 
in Picardy and Flanders occupy positions 
that are perilous for them. A break in the 
line at any point would require an imme- 
diate retirement, and that could be effected 
only at a loss that micht parallel the 
French retreat from Moscow. *

Since the war began women physicians 
and nurses have served side by side with 
men in the hospitals of Europe. But entire 
hospitals have been staffed and managed by 
women, with such results that hospital after 


ganizations as the Scottish Women's Hos- 
pitals. So valuable did this unit prove that 
a British Army Hospital in London of 600 
beds was placed entirely under their man- 
agement. Four hospitals under the direc- 
tion of Scottish Women's Hospital service 
were established in Serbia and they also 
maintain hospitals in France. 

Women physicians not only serve in their 
own hospitals, but are found on the staffs 
of other military hospitals and the head 
surgeon of one of the French military hos- 
pitals declared that a Polish woman in 
charge of a division of 108 beds is the 
ablest physician on my staff.” There are 
now ten hospitals fully handied by women. 

Already a number of women physicians 
from America have gone over to serve 
at the front. The American Women's Hos- 
pitals has been organized by the 5000 wom- 
en doctors of this country. This is designed 
especially to establish hospitals and dis- 
pensaries in the devastated districts of 
France, where the people are left without 
medica] assistance of any kind and where 
the needs are great. Working tn conjunc- 
tion with the Surgeon General of our army 
and the Red Cross, it is estimated that not 
less than half of the women doctors in this 
country will volunteer for war service of 
some kind. Funds are now being raised by 
the Medical Woman's National Association 
for this purpose. 

It is not only the physicians and nurses 
of our country who are working as “Bat- 
talions of Life.” Hundreds of our young 
women are already in France, doing valiant 
service in saving lives, in the hospitals, the 
Red Cross service, the Y.M.C.A. huts: in 
relief of orphans, in help for the wrecked 
homes of France, in Belgium, in many ways, 
brave, sensible, American Women are ren- 
dering their best service for the help of 
their cause and the salvation of their men. 

Saving one of “ovr men,” whatever his 
nationality, from death or from despair is 
as valuable service toward winning the 
war as killing a Boche. Certainly the life 
that is salvaged for our cause is worth 
many times that of the automaton who is 
thrown to slaughter by his masters.

ANITATION OF CAMPS. 

Circulating pessimistic reports concern- 
ing health conditions in American training 
camps seems to have assumed the propor- 
tions of a bad habit. It is not unusual to 
hear some 
the “strictly private” information that ihe 
death rate in training camps in the United 
States is greater than in the trenches on 
the western front. This habit seems to 
have been contracted during the Spanish- 
American war, when modern sanitation 
methods were yet unknown. It is refresh- 
ing to discover from the weekly health re- 
ports of the different training camps that 
they are no breeding places for disease, but 
the mortality rate is not more than one- 
fourth that of municipalities of equal popu- 
lation.

The experience of the Seventh Regt 
ment of Los Angeles in San Francisco dur- 
ing the Spanish-American war has not been 
duplicated by any regiment in any training 
camp since the Liberty Army was mobilized. 
Tp our camp health records we may well 
point with pride. 


IAAED UNITY. 

During the course of his great speech 
in Parliament on Thursday Premier Lioyd 
George revealed the urgent necessity which 
led to welding the forces of Great Britain. 
France and the United States into a single 
army. He said that the British line was 
extended before Cambrai to take in a part 
of what was formerly the French line, al- 
though it was against the best judgment of 
the War Cabinet, “because there was con- 
siderable ferment im France last year on 
the subject of the length et the line held 
by the French. The French: losses had 
been enormous and they had sustained the 
great strain of the fighting for the last 
three years.” 

Because the French forces were holding 
326 miles of the front and the British but 
120 miles there was a feeling in France 
that the Allies were not doing their share. 
“The pressure from the French government 
and the French army,” said the Prime Min- 
ister, was enormous.” The British line 
was extended thirty miles farther south and 
it was in the new sector taken over by the 
British that the Germans broke through the 
front-line defenses of the Allies in the big 
drive. Under present plans there is no dis- 
tinction among the Allied armies: the whole 
front is held by a single army. of which 
the forces of all the Allied countries form 
a part. This unity removes all opportunity 
for discontent as to the part each is play- 
ing. It is a coordination organized for 
victory. 


DUTCH WEALTH. 

It is, however, in the Fast Indies that 
Queen Wilhelmina has her real empire. It 
is larger than the German empire. iu 1910 
the population numbered 42,000,000 souls. 
Batavia, the capital of the Dutch Bast In 
dies, has one of the finest harbors in the 
Bast, and the Dutch colonies are among the 
richest, if not the richest, in the world. 

Her Majesty is the richest sovereign in 
Burope in her own right, her income being 
enormous from the crown lands and from 
her vast colonies. That vast income is used 
for the benefit of her beloved Dutch sub- 
jects in the way of public buildings of every 
kind, such as hospitals, theaters, lecture 
halls, music halls, gymnasiums, public bath- 
houses and so on, to say nothing of charm- 
ing and numerous parks that rich and poor 
alike may enjoy. Do you wonder Holland 
adores its Queen?

on our arms, and a speedy restora- 
tion of an honorable and lasting 
peace to the nations of the earth.” 

In accordance with this resolution 
the President has now set apart 
Memorial Day, May 30, for this day 
of prayer—and we can show the 
world that we are not trusting in 
horses and chariots, but in the living 
God 


That this is not a visionary, but 
a practical measure, let history 
prove. in the greatest darkness that 
ever touched our nation until the 
present day, a similar request was 
made by Congress and Abraham 
Lincoln responded with a proclama- 
tion that proved his trust In God Was 
more than a matter of pious sent 
ment. I quote in part: 

“Whereas it is the duty of na-

Commissioners Reverse State

On fleld operations as re- 
ported to the State Mining Bu- 
reau for the week ending May

self. It now looks as though the 


private enterprise the right to do 
the work and will encourage cap- 
ital to act within the limits im- 
posed by the leasing of land, while 
retaining the fee title in the gov- 
ernment. Actual operation of lands 
and wells by the government is now 
considered only as a possible war- 
time expedient, to be resorted to 
if dor any reason capital is unable 
or unwilling to act at once and to 
get the essential results. If this 
last condition arises, then and then 
only, is it expected that the govern- 
ment may resort to direct action, 
commandeering, and perhaps devel- 
oping the land itself during the pe- 
riod of the war only, and as an aid 
and supplement to the work carried 


on by private capital, not as a rival 
or obstruction thereto. At least, 
this is the view given by the latest 
reports from Washington. 

On the other hand, it ts clear 
that there is no reasonable pros- 
pect of the government giving way 
on the principle of retaining own- 
ership of the land and of leasing 
the same on royalty. Much as the 
greater number of operators dislike 
the leasing principle, they have ac- 
cepted it, making a virtue of neces- 
sity. The pending bill expressly 
provides that no leases shall be 
given until the claimant shall have 
firet relinquished in favor of the 
government all right to receiving 
patent to the land, thus blocking 
any attempt to test the law in 
court while receiving the benefit of 
ite leasing rights. 


TO SETTLE LITIGATION. 


Settlement of existing litigation ts 
provided for in the pending bill by 
the exaction of one-eighth royalty 
for oll extracted by claimants from 
the land in Iitigation or extracted 
by the receiver in charge during lit- 
igation. Granting of tleases to 
claimants le tb be made conditional 
upon the payment of one-eighth 
back royalty. By this provision of 
the bill millions of dollars now held 
in escrow in the hands of the re- 
celver holding and operating many 
of the properties in litigation will 
doe released. The money will doubt- 
lens go, in large part, into new de- 
velopment, in cases where the com-
